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This Action is responsive to the communication filed April 10, 2007. 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicants wonder why a computer would be used to control an on/off valve, 
suggesting that on/off control does not require a sophisticated controller. The reason is 
that the system is complex, not necessarily the valve, and control of the valve is a small 
part of the controllers function. Official notice can be taken that computer control of 
sophisticated systems was well known at the time of the instant application. 

Applicant argues that Newman does not disclose variable control of the bypass 
valve. However, Newman states: 

Damper 42 may be adjusted to the open position on startup of the unit, in 
which case all of the, heat exchange fluid such as cold tail gas would flow through by- 
pass 12 

since flow through conduit 41 from 25 section 40 would be restricted or 
completely prevented. In this case, evolution of ammonia vapor would be 
attained by the passage of heating steam through coils, not shown, disposed in 
drum 16. In other instances, the flow of bypass fluid through conduit 12 may 
be modulated or regulated at partial flow to permit control of the 
vaporization rate in tubes 13, in such instances as when the facility is to be 
operated at partial capacity.

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The modulated or regulated flow control disclosed in Newman can be reasonably 
read as including infinite control of the position of the valve.
